ORDINANCE NO. 040930-13

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE ACCEPTANCE OF GRANT FUNDS
AND AMENDING THE FISCAL YEAR 2003-2004 HEALTH AND HUMAN
SERVICES OPERATING BUDGET OF ORDINANCE NO. 030909-01 TO
APPROTRIATE GRANT FUNDS AND CREATE FULL-TIME EQUIVALENT
POSITIONS; AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. The Council authorizes the acceptance of $1,857,673 in grant funds from the
United States Department of Health and Human Services Centers for Disease Control and
Prevention Steps to a Healthier U.S. grant program.

PART 2. The Council amends the Fiscal Year 2003-2004 Health and Human Services
Operating Budget Special Revenue Fund of Ordinance No. 030909-01 to appropriate
$1,857,673 for the purpose of promoting healthy lifestyles that contribute directly to the
prevention, delay, and mitigation of the consequences of diabetes, asthma, obesity,
nutrition, physical activity, and tobacco exposure and that increase physical activity and
improve nutrition bringing the total grant amount to $2,786,509 and to authorize the
creation of two additional full-time equivalent positions.

PART 3. The Council finds that the need to amend the budget constitutes an emergency,
a grave public necessity, and an unusual and unforeseen condition that could not, by
reasonable diligence, have been included in the original budget for the current fiscal year.
Because of this emergency, this ordinance takes effect immediately on its passage for the
immediate preservation of the public peace, health, and safety.
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
